Progress Report from Zerada Slack 
Thirty years ago, women students and graduates of the University 



of Toronto began to dream'of a women's building, convenient, properly equipped, 
adequate for their activities. About the same time, I understand, an M. E. S. 
Memorial Building was a current topic. 



Such a dream seems to be coming true. The University has granted 



the use of the present building known as Wymilwood to the women to become the 
nucleus of a women’s athletic building. The firm of Fleury & Arthur, Archi- 
tects, are now engaged in drawing up plans for such a building. At present, 
the plan consists of using the present building as common rooms, lecture rooms, 
library and offices, with an addition at the rear, of a large gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool and locker room. 



Memorial Library, a gift of the T. Eaton Company, can become a reality when 
a suitable building is provided by the University. We hope that the M.E.S. 
Alumnae will soon be able to celebrate this unique event.
